said the domestic beet and cane 
sugar industries have been encour- 
aged by recent increases in do- 
mestic quotas at the expense of 
Cuban producers. The 1960 domes- 
tic cane sugar marketing quotas 
regulated by Congress were іп- 
creased last month to 773,873 tons 
from 642,573 tons. 

He contends that the govern- 
ment "should offer increased 
quotas and better prices" for do- 
mestic sugar. "I hope we never 
again depend on any foreign coun- 
try for one-third of our sugar," he 
added. 

Before the recent cut in the 
Cuban sugar quota, the island 
country supplied about a third of 
U. S. needs. Vaughn said Florida 
cane production could be expand- 
ed “10 fold." U.. S. Sugar Corp. 
grows about 80 per cent of all cane 
in the state.
